Palin flooded with 
interview requests, book 
deal offers and more

ANCHORAGE Sarah Palin is juggling offers to 
write books, appear in films and sit on dozens 
of interview couches at a rate astonishing for 
most Hollywood stars, let alone a first-term 
governor. 

Oprah wants her. So do Letterman and 
Leno. 

The failed Republican vice presidential 
candidate crunched state budget numbers 
this past week in her iyth-floor office as tum- 
bling oil prices hit Alaska’s revenues. Her 
staff, meanwhile, fielded TV requests seeking 
the 44-year-old Palin for late-night banter and 
Sunday morning Washington policy 

Agents from the William Morris Agency 
and elsewhere have come knocking. There 
even has been an offer to host a TV show 

“Tomorrow, Governor Palin could do 
an interview with any news media on the 
planet,” said her spokesman, Bill McAllister. 
“Tomorrow, she could probably sign any one 
of a dozen book deals. She could start talking 
to people about a documentary or a movie on 
her life. That’s the level we are at here.” 

“Barbara Walters called me. George 
Stephanopoulos called me,” McAllister said. 
“I’ve had multiple conversations with pro- 
ducers for Oprah, Letterman, Leno and The 
Daily Show.’ ” 

Asked whether Winfrey was pursuing Palin 
for a sit-down, Michelle McIntyre, a spokes- 
woman for Winfrey’s Chicago-based Harpo 
Productions, said she was “unable to confirm 
any future plans” for the show 

Palin may have emerged from the cam- 
paign politically wounded, with questions 
about her preparedness for higher office and 



reports of an expensive wardrobe. But she has 
returned to Alaska with an expanded, if unof- 
ficial, title— international celebrity 

Palin is considering about 800 requests for 
appearances from December through 2009, 
with 75 percent coming from out of state. 
They range from invitations to speak at The 
Chief Executives’ Club of Boston to attend 
a 5-year-old’s birthday party, from a prayer 
breakfast in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, to a business 
conference in Britain. 

“She has to pace herself,” suggested veteran 


Hollywood publicist Howard Bragman. “She 
wants a career made in a Crock-Pot, not a 
microwave.” 

While books and movie deals could be 
worth millions of dollars, it’s not clear if Palin 
would be able to legally earn it. State rules 
say she cannot accept outside employment 
for compensation. But there appears to 
be little in the way of precedent left by 
former governors to judge if book deals or 
lucrative speaking appearances amount to 
“employment.”

Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin is an Internet sen- 
sation yet again-not because of a “Saturday 
Night Live” skit this time, but because of a 
visit Thursday to a turkey farm to pardon a 
turkey (pictured above with the turkey). 

As she answered questions at Triple D 
Farm & Hatchery outside Wasilla, cameras 
from the Anchorage Daily News and others 
showed the bloody work of an employee 
slaughtering birds behind the former 
Republican vice presidential candidate, the 
Tribune reported. 

“I feel sorry for her sometimes,” read a 
comment posted Sunday on huffington 
post.com. “She has too much [ambition]. 
And now for many people, it is a comedy.”

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Obamas 
newer deal 

President-elect lays out broad economic plan 
for job growth, sees opportunity in ‘green’ economy

WASHINGTON President-elect Obama wants the new 
Congress to approve massive spending and fresh tax cuts 
in January, “a big number” probably far distancing a $175 
billion campaign proposal, so he can sign it after taking 
office, top aides said Sunday 

Obama over the weekend outlined the framework of 
a plan to save or create 2.5 million jobs by the end of 
2010 and prepared to introduce leaders of his economic 
team Monday in Chicago. Aides said they soon would 
fill in the details and Democratic lawmakers, already 
working with transition officials, pledged to act quickly 
when Congress convenes Jan. 6, two weeks before the 
inauguration. 

How the ambitious plan will be financed— particularly 
with tax relief for workers included in the proposal— was 
not detailed over the weekend, but the news signaled 
that Obama’s team is taking a more hands-on role during 
the final weeks of the transition. 

“We don’t have time to waste here,” Obama senior 
adviser David Axelrod said. “We want to hit the 
ground running on January 20th.” Echoing that, the 
second-ranking House Democrat, Rep. Steny Hoyer 
of Maryland, said, “We expect to have during the first 
couple of weeks of January a package for the president’s 
consideration when he takes office.” 

Axelrod also warned automakers, seeking billions in 
government help to stave off collapse, to devise a plan 
to retool and restructure. Otherwise, he said, “there is 
very little taxpayers can do to help them.” 

Axelrod couldn’t resist taking a jab at the Big Three 
executives, who left Congress empty-handed last week 
after flying into Washington in corporate jets and 
pleading for money “I hope that they will come back 
to Washington in early December— on commercial 
flights— with a plan,” he said. 


BAILOUT BACKLASH 

Among the most pressing economic issues is the fate 
of the auto industry. Congress last week rebuffed 
appeals for help from executives from GM, Chrysler 
and Ford. Congressional leaders urged them to return 
next month with a specific reorganization plan that 
spells out how much money they need and how they 
intended to remain financially viable. 

David Axelrod, senior adviser to President-elect 
Obama, said Sunday “the signal sent by Congress was 
the right one.” 

Hearings are expected the week of Dec. 1. Lawmakers 
could consider legislation the following week if they are 
satisfied by the companies’ responses, ap 

Seeing green 

During the campaign Obama had proposed a $175 
billion economic recovery package. The new one 
will be significantly larger and would incorporate his 
campaign ideas for new jobs in environmentally friendly 
technologies— the “green economy” He listed green 
jobs prominently among the investments he thinks 
government should make in a stimulus plan. 

“We’ll put people back to work rebuilding our 
crumbling roads and bridges, modernizing schools 
that are failing our children and building wind farms 
and solar panels; fuel-efficient cars and the alternative 
energy technology that can free us from our dependence 
on foreign oil,” Obama said in his weekly radio address 
Saturday 

It also would include his proposals for tax relief for 
middle- and lower-income workers. 

But aides said the plan would not offer an immediate 
tax increase on wealthy taxpayers. During the campaign, 
Obama said he would pay for increased tax relief by 
raising taxes on people making more than $250,000. 


Meet Timothy Geithner 


“There won’t be any tax increases in the January 
package,” said one Obama aide, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the details of the Obama package 
have not been fleshed out. 

Obama could delay any tax increase to 2011, when 
current Bush administration tax cuts expire. 

House Republican leader John Boehner of Ohio urged 
Obama to make that explicit. “Why wouldn’t we have 
the president-elect say, ‘I am not going to raise taxes on 
any American in my first two years in office?’ ” 

Advisers would not discuss a specific size of the new 
plan, though some economists have endorsed spending 
up to $600 billion to revive the economy Sen. Charles 
Schumer, D-N.Y., suggested $500 billion to $700 
billion. 

“I don’t know what the number is going to be, but 
it’s going to be a big number,” Obama economic adviser 
Austan Goolsbee said. “It has to be. The point is to, kind 
of, get people back on track and startle the thing into 
submission.” 

Job one 

While Obama in the weekend Democratic radio address 
said his plan “will mean 2.5 million more jobs by January 
of 2011,” aides said the figure was a net sum of jobs 
created and jobs saved that would otherwise disappear 
without government help. 

The aide who spoke on condition of anonymity said 
the plan would likely slow down job losses in 2009, 
but that new jobs probably would not be evident 
until 2010. 

Axelrod said the president-elect’s transition team 
was gratified by the stock market’s positive reaction 
to Obama’s choice of Timothy Geithner as treasury 
secretary The market soared almost 500 points on 
Friday with word Obama had settled on the 47- 
year-old Geithner to lead his new economic team. 

“The response has been great, and it should 
be— Tim Geithner is uniquely qualified to do this 
job,” Axelrod said. 

In addition to Geithner, Obama planned to 
announce on Monday the selection of Larry 
Summers as head of the National Economic 
Council. Geithner would have chief responsibility 
for tackling the economic slowdown and credit 
crunch. At the NewTork Fed, he has played a critical 
role in the government’s response to the financial 
crisis and has worked closely with Treasury Secretary 
Henry Paulson and Ben Bernanke, the Fed chairman. 

Summers, 53, treasury secretary under President Bi 
Clinton and one-time president of Harvard University, 
will advise Obama from the White House. Summers 
would help coordinate federal response.

GOP tweaks 
Obama on 
'Barackbook'

Barack Obama’s history-making win Nov. 4 has 
not softened critics’ claims about the president- 
elect’s relationships and associations. 

On barackbook.com, a spoof on sites such as 
Facebook and MySpace, visitors can read up on 
Obama’s alleged ties to all sorts of characters 
from Chicago and beyond. 

Among Obama’s “friends” are controversial 
names that became familiar during the election, 
including former Weather Underground member 
William Ayers, Middle East researcher Rashid 
Khalidi and convicted political fundraiser Antoin 
“Tony” Rezko. 

But his friends also include Mayor Daley, Gov 
Blagojevich and various left-leaning Chicago 
politicians tied to controversy 

The “profile” for one Obama political mentor 
quotes an Associated Press story from 2007: 
“{S}tate Senate President Emil Jones serves 
under an ethical cloud. He has several family 
members on the state payroll and uses his clout 
to aid their business interests.” 

The Republican National Committee, which 
launched the site in July, still operates the site. 
Recent posts include criticism of Obama’s 
Cabinet selections and updates on his transition 
into the White House. 

A GOP official said the site has been visited 
close to 380,000 times. Obama’s actual Facebook 
site has 3.2 million registered supporters.

Airlines are down these 
days, and as holidays 
approach so are fares

For the first time in memory, airfares are 
falling rather than rising as the holiday travel 
season approaches. 

Prices for flights from Chicago to other 
U.S. cities during the year-end holidays have 
plunged 25 percent, to an average of $264 
round trip, during the past six weeks, accord- 
ing to bestfares.com. 

The phenomenon, a byproduct of the 
deteriorating economy, means many procras- 
tinators are paying about $90 less per trip 
than early birds who locked in pricey tickets 
months ago when airfares seemed certain to 
rise in advance of the holidays, as they typi- 
cally do. 

It provided an early Christmas gift for 
Chicagoans Carly Cannell and husband 
Jorge Orozco- Cordero. They had decided to 
skip their annual yuletide family gathering 
in Albany, N.Y., when fares appeared to be 
stuck beyond their budget in the $350 round- 
trip range. 

That was a month ago. The couple kept 
checking airfares and last week landed tick- 
ets that were $75 cheaper. 

“Jorge had told his mom we weren’t com- 
ing,” said Cannell, president of Weetu, a 
commercial and hospitality design firm. 
“That same day, he found something {at a 
reasonable price}.” 

The spate of holiday bargains comes after 
financially strapped airlines shrank U.S. 
operations by about 10 percent this fall, 
the equivalent of grounding a major airline. 
Analysts predicted the capacity cuts would 
keep planes full and prices sky-high for year- 


end travel. 

But carriers are suddenly struggling to fill 
seats as consumers spooked by market and 
economic turmoil trim their spending on 
everything from Christmas gifts to vaca- 
tions. Analysts say the steep falloff in travel 


over the past six weeks caught carriers, hotels 
and car-rental companies off guard. 

Airlines are responding with deep dis- 
counts. Southwest Airlines last week extend- 
ed a three-day sale through Dec. 8, with some 
tickets priced for a mere $90 round trip. 


FLIGHT PLAN 

O’Hare’s two largest tenants, United Airlines 
and American Airlines, have steadily 
reduced their presence in Chicago as 
they shifted flights to smaller aircraft and 
other hubs due to fierce competition, high 
operating costs and chronic congestion. 
Carriers will fly 7.4 million fewer airline seats 
to O’Hare in 2008 than they did in 2000, 
and offer 15,200 fewer flights, according to 
data compiled for the Tribune by OAG. That 
means millions of fewer travelers pumping 
money into city coffers. 

United and American Airlines also unveiled 
sales for travel in December and into the new 
year. 

There are some exceptions, however. 
Airfares remain high to some destinations, 
including NewTork, and may have increased 
during peak travel days: Nov 30, Dec. 20 and 
Dec. 26-28, according to bestfares.com. 

But airlines also may have alienated pas- 
sengers by ratcheting up rates and push- 
ing through a host of new fees for services 
that previously were offered free of charge. 
During the first seven months of the year, 
carriers attempted 22 price hikes, 15 of which 
were successful, according to farecompare. 
com. 

Carriers hiked holiday fares in September 
and early October, thinking their capacity 
cuts would spur a shortage of airplane seats 
for Thanksgiving and Christmas, Parsons 
said. But the move backfired: They priced 
themselves out of the market for many regu- 
lar customers. 


Hit a sour patch? Here's a sweet solution

Miracle fruit has landed in Chicago. And the 
response could not be sweeter. 

The Wicker Park nonprofit group 826CHI 
threw a benefit Thursday built around a small, 
red berry that messes with your taste buds. 

The berries were ordered from a Florida 
grower for about $3 apiece and shipped cold. 
Chew the fruit to release a protein— called, 
seriously, miraculin— and for about an hour, 
sour foods will taste sweet. 

“The lemons, limes and grapefruit were the 


most dramatic,” said Lynne Roberts, 37, a sci- 
entist with the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency “They tasted like they were coated in 
sugar. The red wine was horrible.” 

In front of Roberts lay a buffet of acidic 
fruits, vinegars, sauerkraut, kimchi, pickles, 
olives and tequila. Sour Patch Kids candy was 
a favorite. So were hot sauces (miraculin mel- 
lows Tabasco) and Guinness beer (think of a 
stout-flavored ice cream float). 

“I put so much random food in my system,” 
said Josh Lesser, 25, an actor and substitute 


teacher who like the other guests brought 
foods to try His addition: wasabi. 

Of course, the berry might fool the mouth, 
but it does not fool the digestive system. 

“I hope your stomachache is still at bay,” 
organizer Patrick Shaffner, 27, told the 120 or 
so guests at the end. “But it will come later 
tonight— with a vengeance.” 

According to the Guardian, people in parts 
of west Africa have been using berries con- 
taining miraculin to sweeten sour food and 
drink for centuries.

Dozens of Illinois and southern Wisconsin 
farmers gathered at the Chicago Cultural 
Center over the weekend to expound on the 
health and environmental benefits of eating 
locally grown and organic foods. 

At a special session Sunday on eating organi- 
cally and saving money local food experts 
explained that shopping at farmers markets 
saves money because customers don’t pay for 
shipping that apple thousands of miles. 

“{At the grocery store], you’re paying the 
farmer, the processor, the packager, the mar- 
keter, the checkout clerk,” said Laura Bruzas, 
editor of the Healthy Dining Chicago commu- 
nity newsletter. 

Bruzas, along with a panel including two 
farmers and a local food-delivery service, 
offered several tips for cutting costs while eat- 
ing healthy: 

» Go into the nooks and crannies of your pan- 


try You save money— and avoid waste— by 
finding uses for what may already be in your 
cabinets or freezer. Rather than throwing 
away the last bits of the chicken, use it to make 
soup. Use tea bags twice. Extra chopped veg- 
etables can be used for an easy taco night the 
next day 

» Choose fruits that grow locally. When you 
reach for an avocado or pineapple — foods that 
do not grow in the Midwest— you’re paying for 
shipping, and the food may have lost some of 
its nutrients during its long journey, too. 

» Plan ahead. Planning meals means less 
impulse buying, which saves money 
» Grow something— even in the city and during 
the winter. A small herb grown on a window- 
sill ensures that what you add to pasta sauce or 
sandwiches is grown without pesticides, and 
you aren’t spending $4 on a box of fresh herbs 
every time a recipe calls for it. 


New unit set 
to target gangs 


Chicago Police Supt. 

Jody Weis on Saturday 
unveiled a citywide gang- 
enforcement strategy to 
root out crime in gang- 
infested neighborhoods 
and reduce the city’s 
soaring homicide rate. 

Leo Schmitz, the 
Police Department’s act- 
ing commander of gang 
investigations, will lead a 
gang enforcement unit of 
about 400 officers who 
will target violent neigh- 
borhoods where gang 
activity occurs. Putting 
the gang-response units 
under a central com- 
mand is a critical part 
of the restructuring 
because warfare often 
crosses jurisdictional 
lines, Weis said. 

The new organization 
will allow for a quicker 

exchange of information and resources and 
enable officers to better target neighborhoods 
where gangs are prevalent, Weis said. 

‘All city gang teams will fall under one leader, 
creating a leaner, more agile operation,” he said, 
calling gang activity the most serious threat in 
Chicago.

Chicago school leaves 
students in limbo 


Josephine Kilpatrick was only six weeks 
away from completing the courses she 
needed to become an electrocardiography 
technician, a process that had taken more 
than a year and cost more than $10,000 
in tuition. 

“I was in a rut, so I was looking for a new 
career and at starting a different life,” said 
Kilpatrick, 37, of Logan Square. “I wanted 
something recession-proof, so I looked 
into doing cardiovascular work.” 

But in late October, Kilpatrick’s 
school— Medical Careers Institute, a 31- 
year-old Loop school owned by the par- 
ents of actor Billy Zane— told her not to 
show up for her Friday class. By the next 
week, word had spread that the school had 
closed, leaving students like Kilpatrick 
with no diploma, untransferable credits 
and unpaid student loans. 

Now the Illinois Board of Education 
and attorney general’s office are looking 
into the school’s abrupt closure, and stu- 
dents are threatening to sue the owners. 

Across from the Art Institute of 
Chicago on South Michigan Avenue, 
Medical Careers Institute was founded in 
1977 by William and Thalia Zane, records 
show. The school’s Web site, which has 
been removed, claimed this year that it 
had “graduated thousands of students.” 

Attempts to reach the Zanes were

unsuccessful. The school’s attorney, 
Arthur Evans, said he was not authorized 
to answer questions, but he played down 
the abrupt closing. 

“They closed the school; it went out 
of business,” Evans said. “There are busi- 
nesses closing every day now.” 

The school, which reported enrollment 
of more than 300 students in 2007, offered 
training as medical technicians who oper- 
ate equipment such as EKGs and ultra- 
sound machines.

Bears defense manhandles 
St. Louis to stay tied for first

ST. LOUIS Another opponent put the St. Louis Rams hopelessly behind by 
halftime. This time, it was the Bears’ turn to roll up some big numbers. 

Matt Forte scored on two long runs and Marc Bulger lasted only five 
plays before sustaining a concussion against a defense that had three of 
a season-best five sacks by the break, helping the Bears build a 21-point 
cushion in a 27-3 victory Sunday 

Kyle Orton set a franchise record by throwing 185 consecutive passes 
without an interception, helping the Bears (6-5) rebound from a 37-3 
blowout loss at Green Bay last week and keep a share of first place in the 
balanced NFC North. 

“We go into every game saying, ‘Start 
fast,’ ” Orton said. “ ‘Start fast and finish 
strong,’ and I thought for the most part 
we did that.” 

The Rams (2-9) have lost five straight 
and were booed off the field at halftime 
as the Bears departed to cheers. St. Louis 
has been routed by a 99-6 score in the 
first half of the last three setbacks, and 
outscored 123-13 in the first half the last 
four games. 

Bears coach Lovie Smith, the defensive 
coordinator with the Rams from 2001-03, 
said it felt as if he was at Soldier Field. 

“We have super fans,” Smith said. “Tou don’t want to disappoint them. 
It seems like every win we’ve had, our fans have had something to do with 
it, and they definitely did today” 

Coach Jim Haslett said the Rams didn’t quit, but were “terrible” in play 
execution, ball security and tackling. 

“I will do anything I can to help these guys be successful. Anything,” 
Haslett said. “But I can’t tackle for them anymore. I can’t take care of 
the football.” 

The Bears intercepted 3 8 -year-old Trent Green four times in the sec- 
ond half, two by Lance Briggs with Brian Urlacher adding his second of 
the year, to keep the Rams from rallying. 

Forte, one of the NFLs top rookies, had a career-best 132 yards on 20 
carries and his third 100-yard rushing game. He lost his first fumble of 
the year early in the second quarter, but more than made up for it with 
a 13-yard scoring run to cap the Bears’ effortless opening drive and a 47- 
yarder in the second quarter. 

“I just run through the holes, and they do the dirty work up front,” 
Forte said. “That’s where it starts.” 

Danieal Manning’s 50 -yard kickoff return opened the game, giving the 
Bears a short field. After Forte cruised into the end zone, the chant was 
clearly audible: “Let’s go Bears!”

The initial news from the BCS standings looked 
good for Texas. The long-range forecast, however, 
favors Oklahoma. 

The Longhorns stayed ahead of the Sooners on 
Sunday— but not by much— and moved into the 
coveted second spot in the standings, thanks to a 
better computer rating. 

The Sooners surged in the standings on the 
strength of a 65-21 victory against Texas Tech, 
which dropped to seventh place. 

“This was a good week for Oklahoma,” said 
Jerry Palm, an independent BCS analyst and blog- 
ger, in a telephone interview “It wasn’t really to be 
expected that they’d catch Texas this week.” 

Alabama remained on top of the standings, a 
comfortable No. 1 in both the USA Today coach- 
es’ poll and Harris poll, and best according to the 
computers. The Crimson Tide are two wins away 
from playing for their first national title since 
1992. 

Texas is close behind Oklahoma in both polls, 
but has the second-best computer rating. The 
Longhorns’ BCS average is .9209 out of a possible 
1. 000. 

Oklahoma is at .9125. But the Sooners have 
a road game against Oklahoma State (9-2) on 
Saturday that— if they win— should boost their 
computer score and likely sway a few more voters 
their way

Song & chance 

‘Dork’ turned emerging 
hip-hop star Kid Sister 
eager to drop debut record

Melisa Young, a.k.a. Kid Sister, acknowledges that 
the yearlong wait for her much-anticipated debut 
album has been a bit much, especially for her. 

“It’s like, could I please be done now, thank you,” 
she said. “But I am also a raging control freak. I 
wanted it to be perfect.” 

Kid Sister’s “Dream Date” officially drops Jan. 
27, she said, and it paints a beat-crazy yet down-to- 
earth portrait of the girl next door, which Young 
most certainly is. 

Young, 28, has become one of the most talked- 
about new voices in hip-hop thanks to a string of 
Internet hits, including “Pro Nails,” which featured a 
verse by Kanye West. She has played massive festivals 
such as Glastonbury, Coachella and Lollapalooza. 

“A lot of things have happened to me in the last 
year, and people may see me differently because 
of that,” she said. “But my job is to remind people 
nothing has changed. I grew up in an age of super- 
skinny supermodels, and I wasn’t one. ... I do want 
to put a different face out there that people can 
relate to. Hip-hop needs a face-lift, because it’s 
starting to sag.” 

And the face-lift won’t produce a diva, she said. 
After growing up in the blue-collar south suburbs, 
graduating from film school at Columbia College 
and working three jobs to make ends meet, Young 
couldn’t be a diva if she tried. 

“I’m a dork,” she said. “My idea of a good time 
growing up was going down the street and getting 
a hot dog.” 

As a teenager, Young was a regular in her high 
school musicals. She loved to sing on stage, and on 
weekends snuck into house-music clubs with her 
friends to dance. She didn’t see music as a possible 
career until after college. And even then she stum- 
bled into it, in part because her younger brother, 
Josh, and his friend Curt Cameruci had formed the 
DJ duo Floss tradamus. 

“I saw my brother putting on these crazy parties, 
making money around the country, and here I was 
with my college degree and I had no money to go 
out and I’d be getting bills with red stripes across 
them, ‘Final notice,’ ” she said. 

Music was always part of her life, almost taken 
for granted. To entertain herself she’d write songs 
over edits of her favorite beats. 

‘A little Circuit City tape recorder, a Red Bull, 
notes scattered all around on pieces of paper and 
napkins, and me sitting in the middle of it, listening 
to a beat and coming up with ideas and little songs,” 
she said. “I had no plans to do this for a living. My 
brother kept encouraging me, even when the songs 
sucked.”
